It will be used to 
contain the boiler plant and the coal 
supplies for the blacksmith shop. 
The 
other addition or rather extension is to 
be built onto the east end of the black­ 
smith shop and will be 150 feet in 
length and tho same height and width 
as the present building. 
There will be an extension of 200 feet, 
two stories high, the same width as the 


new room is available, however, there 
will be an increase in the number of men 
employed it is thought. 
The Brainerd shops, it is said will be 
maintained primarily as repair shops. 
While they may and probably will do 
some new construction it will be made 
subordinate to the demands of the sys­ 
tem for repair work. 
Business condi­ 
tions, hostile legislation, etc., may of 
course allect the amount of work done, 
but it is stated by those in a position to 
know 
that 
there is work 
onough 
in sight now to keep the shops working 
to their present capacity for the next 
year. 
So far as can be learned nothing has
